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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Applicant canceled claims 33 and 43. 

2. In view of Gonsalves's Affidavit under 37 CFR 1 . 1 32, previous 1 02(a) rejection 
on claims 22-49, 51-55, 57-59 and 62 over Gonsalves et al (Materials Research Society 
Symposium Proceedings (2001)) and previous 103(a) rejection on claim 50 over 
Gonsalves in view of Barclay et ar086 are hereby withdrawn. 

3. In view of amendment of June 9, 2005, previous 102(b) rejection on claims 38- 
40, 42, 47, 51 , 52, 55, and 57 over Aoai et ar250 and previous 103(a) rejection on 
claims 53 and 54 over Aoai in view of Barclay et ar086 are hereby withdrawn. 

4. In view of amendment of June 9, 2005, previous 102(b) rejection on claims 38- 
40, 42, 51 , 52 and 55 over Aogo et al (JP'852) and previous 103(a) rejection on claims 
53 and 54 over Aogo et al in view of Barclay et al'086 are hereby withdrawn. 

5. Previous provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection on claims 38, 
39, 42, 43, 51, 52, 55 and 62 over copending App. No. 10/835,757 and previous 
provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection on claims 22-25, 29-33, 35-46, 
49-55, 58, 59 and 62 over copending App. No. 10/324,642 are hereby withdrawn since 
those two provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejections are the only 
rejections left in present application. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As previously indicated, none the presently or previously cited references 
teaches or suggests present combination of polyhedral oligosilsesquioxane and poly(a- 
chloroacrylate-co-a-methyl styrene) of claims 11 and 14. 
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Neither Aoai et al'250 nor Aogo et al (JP'852) teaches or suggest present 
photoacid generating component which comprises [p- 
CH 2 =C(CH3)C(0)OC6H4SMe2]OS0 2 CF3 of present claim 38. 

As previously indicated, none of the presently or previously cited references 
teaches or suggests present polyacetal polymer of claim 65 into which a polyhedral 
oligosilsesquioxane disilanol component is incorporated. 

As indicated above in Paragraph 1, Applicant overcame previous 102(a) rejection 
on claims 22-49, 51-55, 57-59 and 62 over Gonsalves et al (Materials Research Society 
Symposium Proceedings (2001)) and previous 103(a) rejection on claim 50 over 
Gonsalves in view of Barclay et ar086 by submitting Gonsalves's Affidavit under 37 
CFR 1.132. 

None of the presently cited or previously cited references teaches or suggests 
present polymer of claim 84, which comprises a methacrylate component, a 
polymerizable photoacid generating component and a polyhedral oligosilsesquioxane 
component.
